2. CHINA

ORDINARY JAPANESE" AND "EXTRAORDINARY POLITICAL PRECAUTIONS 
WILL KEEP HIM AWAY PROM ALMOST ALL CONTROVERSY". SCHEDULE, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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NOT YET OFFICIALLY ANNOUNCED, SHOWS HIM USING HELICOPTERS 
ON ARRIVAL AND DEPARTURE, INSTEAD OF MOTORCADE. EVEN 
NEWSMEN ARE SEVERELY LIMITED IN COVERING EVENTS, AND 
JAPANESE WILL HAVE TO RELY ON TV POR ANY GLIMPSE OP 
PRES. AT THREE MASSIVE RECEPTIONS EORD WILL MEET, BUT 
HARDLY HAVE TIME TO TALK TO, HUNDREDS OP LEADING JAPANESE 
AND AMERICAN RESIDENTS. HE MAY HAVE "FLEETING CONTACT"

COMMENT AND ANALYSIS 

10. KOREA 

FOR RUSSELL BRINES (CSM), SHARP CRITICISM OF PRESIDENT'S 
KOREA VISIT REVIVES SOME OE COMPLEXITIES AND MISCONCEP- 
TIONS LEFT BY KOREAN WAR. MAINTAINS WAR WAS NOT 
FOUGHT, IN ANY REALISTIC SENSE, TO PRESERVE DEMOCRACY 
IN KOREA, BUT BASICALLY TO DEEEND TERRAIN AND SK 
PEOPLE AGAINST MILITARY ATTACK AND THROUGH THAT DEFENSE 
TO PREVENT COMMUNIST ENCIRCLEMENT OF JAPAN; UN FORCES 
HOPED TO MAKE WAR SO COSTLY THAT COMMUNISTS WOULD ABANDON 
IT AS PRACTICAL STRATEGY. 

THESE OBJECTIVES WERE WON, BUT NOT PERMANENTLY, SINCE 
FOR COMMUNISTS MODERN LIMITED WAR DOES NOT END WITH 
ARMISTICE BUT CONTINUES SO LONG AS INITIATING POWER 
FINDS IT PRACTICAL OR POSSIBLE, AND IT INVOLVES POLITICAL 
AND MILITARY WEAPONS. SK AND ITS PEOPLE MUST CONTINUALLY 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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BE DEFENDED BY RESOLVE, IF NOT BY ACTIVE GUNFIRE, FOR 
ITS STRATEGIC POSITION IS AS IMPORTANT NOW AS 20 YEARS 
AGO. IN THIS ENVIRONMENT, SK HAS BEEN OBLIGED TO BUILD 
NATION FROM GROUND UP, AND HAS ACHIEVED ECONOMIC VIABILITY 
AND INDEPENDENCE WITH AMAZING SPEED. BUT POLITICAL AND 
SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT ALWAYS IS SLOWER PROCESS, AND SK 
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PEOPLE ARE STILL EUMBLING FOR NATIONHOOD. 

IN THIS FERMENT, PARK DICTATORSHIP DEVELOPED, SHAPED IN 
PART BY FEAR OF SUBVERSION AND OVERREACTION TO CALCULATED 
PRESSURES OF COMMUNIST LEADERS AND THEIR ASSASSINS; IT 
REPRESENTS STAGE IN NATION'S EVOLUTION THAT WAS DISTINCT 
POSSIBILITY THE MOMENT GUNS WERE SILENCED IN 1953, AND 
SK IS GOING THROUGH TRAVAIL WITH COURAGE, HEARTBREAK 
AND TURMOIL. US SACRIFICES MADE THIS POSSIBLE; FOR BAD 
AS PARK GOVT MAY APPEAR, IT IS FAR LESS OPPRESSIVE THAN 
ANY COMMUNIST REGIME WOULD BE. 

BRINES CONCLUDES THAT FORD COULD NOT AVOID SEOUL TRIP 
AFTER VISITING JAPAN, WITHOUT ADMINISTERING "INDEFENSIBLE 
DIPLOMATIC AFFRONT" TO IMPORTANT ALLY. CONCEDES THAT 
PARK MAY YET TAKE MEASURES THAT DISRUPT SK SUFFICIENTLY 
TO BENEFIT PYONGYANG; BUT TO PUSH HIM INTO THEM IS NOT 
IN INTEREST OF US - OR JAPANESE, OR S. KOREANS THEMSELVES. 

11. CHINA 

WP S ZORZA ADVISES THAT SINO-SOVIET RECONCILIATION 
IS TAKING SHAPE AND COULD BE AS IMPORTANT FOR WORLD 
AS COMMUNIST POWER CONFLICT WAS WHEN IT FINALLY 
EMERGED OPENLY IN EARLY 1960S. RECALLS THAT AT THAT 
TIME US OFFICIALDOM REFUSED TO ACCEPT EVIDENCE 
BECAUSE IT DID NOT FIT IN WITH PRECONCEIVED NOTION 
OF COMMUNIST MONOLITH; FEARS HAK AND ASSOCIATES - 
WHO HAVE USED SINO-SOVIET CONFLICT TO PLAY OFF 
MOSCOW AND PEKING AGAINST EACH OTHER SO THAT IT 
BECAME KEY FACTOR IN STRUCTURE OF DETENTE - MAY NOW 
BE AFEECTED BY SIMILAR PREJUDICES OE THEIR OWN. 

ZORZA SAYS SINO-SOVIET CONFLICT HELPED HAK GET 
NIXON TO PEKING AND HELPED HIM MANEUVER BOTH SIDES 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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INTO FORCING HANOI TO NEGOTIATE PEACE AGREEMENT. 

WHILE HAK PUBLICLY REJECTS VERY NOTION HE COULD 
PLAY SOVIET AND PRC OFE AGAINST EACH OTHER, HE CAN 
HARDLY DENY US HAS PROFITED EROM CONFLICT - 
AND HIS DIPLOMACY SUGGESTS HE AND ASSOCIATES EXPECT 
TO DERIVE NO LESS ADVANTAGE IN FUTURE. BUT ZORZA 
WONDERS IF THEY COULD HAVE BEEN BLINDED TO EMERGING 
REALITY OF SINO-SOVIET RAPPROCHEMENT BY WISHFUL 
THINKING. 

WSJ OBSERVES THAT LITTLE LEAGUE OFEICIALS HAVE 
DECIDED US LL CHAMPIONS CAN NO LONGER CONTINUE 
LOSING TO FOREIGNERS, SO THEY HAVE TAKEN ;UNIQUE 
APPROACH " TO HAZARDS OF COMPETITION BY BARRING ROC 
LITTLE LEAGUERS EROM SERIES. AND IN ORDER FOR 
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THEIR XENOPHOBIA TO APPEAR IMPARTIAL, THEY HAVE 
BARRED OTHER FOREIGN TEAMS AS WELL, INCLUDING THOSE 
FROM JAPAN AND MEXICO. "SO MUCH FOR INTERNATIONAL 
UNDERSTANDING AND FAIR PLAY,...FOR THE AMERICAN 
BELIEF THAT THE WAY TO WIN IS SIMPLY TO WORK HARDER 
THAN YOUR OPPONENT." SUGGESTS THAT LL, IN LINE 
WITH ITS NEW CREED THAT "IF YOU CANT BEAT THEM, 

REFUSE TO PLAY THEM," SHOULD AT LEAST HAVE 
DECENCY NOT TO BILL US PLAYOFFS AS "WORLD SERIES." 

12. INDOCHINA 

LAT'S MCARTHUR FROM SAIGON (11/13) REPORTS 
GVN HAS JUST GIVEN MINOR BOOST TO HOPES OF SOME 
VIETS OF TURNING CON SON INTO TOURIST RESORT BY 
RENAMING IT PHU HAI (PROSPEROUS SEA). COMMENTS 
THAT DESPITE CHANGE, RESORT IDEA REMAINS DISTANT. 

ECON THEORISTS AND TOURIST OFFICIALS HAVE DREAM, 

BUT MIL RETAIN TIGHT HOLD ON ISLAND AND ITS FUTURE. 

OPINES THAT RESORT POSSIBILITY NOT TOO FAR-FETCHED, 

SINCE ISLANDS HAVE DELIGHTFUL CLIMATE AND MANY
